Everyone is aware of the moral I 
value of discipline, 
and 
military J 
discipline 
has 
thoroughly demon-j 
strated its value as a restraint up­ 
on immorality among troops of long 
standing. Nevertheless in the case 
of a recruit suddenly removed from 
civil life to an army camp it is a 
fact that he is peculiarly prone to 
moral lapses, and this fact is due 
more 
than 
anything else to the 
magnitude of the change in his sur­ 
roundings, which seems to detach 
him from the past and weaken the 
force of the continuity of geed hab­ 
its and associations. 
There is therefore a groat need 
that the young recruit have oppor­ 
tunity to find harmless amusement 
and healthy recreation within the 
camp limits, and so, not feel im­ 
pelled to leave the camp every time 
he is not on duty. 
This is the object of the Y. M. 
C. A. in erecting amusement cen­ 
ters and facilities for mental and 
jiwral improvement. The president 
has officially recognized the Y. M. 
€. A. in this matter and similar 
recognition has been accorded the 
Knights of Columbus, a Catholic 
organization of aproximately 400,- 
000 men in the United States, and 
the K. of C. has undertaken a sim­ 
ilar work, not in opposition to the 
Y. M. C. A., but in alignment with 
that organization, and is now ac­ 
cumulating a fund of $1,000,00 by 
assessment of its members. At the 
same time under the auspices of the 
K .of C. and with the approval of 
the hierarchy, the church generally 
is about to raise an additional mil­ 
lion dollars for the purpose of pro­ 
viding at all training and mobili­ 
zation camps such buildings as are 
necessary for recreation (with com­ 
plete equipment) and 
for 
divine 
services and also to provide chap­ 
lains to administer to the spiritual 
wants .of 
their 
co-religionists in 
camp, on ship and in the battle­ 
field. 
The week beginning July 22 has 
been designated for this work and 
districts will be laid off and as­ 
signed to various teams, who w’ill 
solicit subscriptions in a manner 
similar to that of the Red Cross { 
campaign. 
It is to be noted that 
while it is not the 
intention 
to 
solicit from those not of the Cath­ 
olic faith, no subscription will be 
refused. 
It is considered proper to 
accept aid from everyone, as the 
buildings erected and equipped by 
these funds will be open and free 
to all without restriction. 
A preliminary meeting of Catho­ 
lic men of the city and county was 
held Monday evening at 8 o’clock 
in the Knights of Columbus hall in 
the Powell-Crawfod building. 
The 
organization work was completed 
at this 
meeting 
and 
everything 
placed in readiness for a brisk and 
vigorous campaign 
the 
following 
week. 
This is not only a Christian work, 
but in a true sense a most patri­ 
otic one, and it is to be hoped that 
the necessary amount will be quick­ 
ly raised. 
Few realize the magni-j 
tude of the work undertaken, but it 
is certain that the sum mentioned ! 
is by no means in excess of the 
necessity.

secretary of war, a bill introduced 
by R epresentative Rogers, republi­ 
can, 
of 
M assachusetts, requiring 
that the basis for draft bo the to 
tai population 
“of 
military eligi­ 
bility” instead of 
merely 
“total 
population.” 
The present selective draft law 
m akes total population 
the basis 
for each 
state’s 
quota for draft 
purposes, aliens who have not d e ­ 
clared their intention of becoming 
citizens not being subject to draft. 
The registration of June 5 last un­ 
der the draft law included 1,239, 
179 persons w’ho have not declared 
their intention of 
becoming citi­ 
zens, according to a report of tho 
secretary of war made to the sen­ 
ate. 
Ender the Rogers bill these per­ 
sons will be subject 
to 
draft, at 
least those who are citizens of a1 
lied countries. Representative Rog­ 
ers estim ates that possibly 
more 
than 1,000/900 aliens not now* sub­ 
ject to the draft are allied aliens, 
ann he is strongly in favor of mak­ 
ing them subject 
to draft in 'the 
United States army. Provost Mar­ 
shal General 
Crowder announcer! 
last night that he is prepared to 
submit to Secretary Baker on the 
lattor’s return to W ashington final 
details for the drawing 
of num­ 
bers in the selective draft. 
General Crowder expected to ob­ 
tain the approval

by Secretary Baker, hut w as un­ 
able to obtain a conference 
with 
the war secretary on account of a
